Tw ® courses, one in health care administration and one in care of the aged, 
at the George Washington University will be opened up to students not seeking 

degrees in the fall semester 1963, Professor Frederick H. Gibbs, coordinator of 

the university's Health Care Administration Program, announced today. He also 

announced that there will be no application fee for students not seeking degrees 

who wish to take these two courses. There will be tuition charges. 

The two courses are ; Survey of Health Care Administration; and Readings in 
Long-term-care Administration. 

Survey of Health Care Administaation is an introductory course designed to 
provide a broad understanding of the field of institutional health care adminstration 
for personnel of voluntary, peoprietary, governmental hospitals, nursing homes and 
homes for the aged at the executive and department headlevels and also for students 
of institutional medical care, programming and operations. Among the aspects of 
health care organization to be considered are: its history, management tools, control 

of quality of patient care, legal liabilities of institutional care, management problems 
and construction planning. 

Readings in Long-term-care Administration is also an introductory course which will 
be devoted to the scope and nature of the special problems of the aged and of providing 
institutional care for them and for the other members of today's society who need long 
term care. The course is designed for personnel of hospitals, nursing homes, homes 
for the aged, and students of the problems of the Long-term-care patient.

George 'Washington University has undertaken a project of locating and appraising 


the papers of President James Monroe—one of the most prolific writers in American 


history—for possible future publication. President Thomas H. Carroll said today. 

Dr. Richard C. Haskett, associate professor of American history at the university, 
has been named to direct the project, and will work this summer on the study's pre¬ 
liminary phase, which is to determine the feasibility and nature of the publication 


process. 


In his lifetime, Monroe amassed a staggering amount of correspondence, documents 
and other writings. Even after a thorough screening, publication of his papers will 
run to many volumes, Dr. Haskett said. This summer Dr, Haskett hopes to get "some 
more specific idea of what is in the Monroe papers at the Library of Congress" where 
over 50 volumes of the fifth president's works are available. He also will examine 
the Monroe papers in the National Archives, where very substantial holdings are 
located, and he has written to libraries throughout the nation, requesting use of 
known Monroe papers. 

Beginning with the Revolution, through his presidenoy and until the 1820's, 
Monroe was concerned with and wrote about the important developments of his time. 

Dr. Haskett said. Examination of his papers should provide a "basic contribution 
to our knowledge of the formation of the early Republic—the way it was made and the 
way it was made to operate," Dr. Haskett said. 

Haskett said many of Monroe's writings are impersonal, and that the university's 
study "may reveal more about the country than the individual." 

Though the location of most of Monroe's writings is known. Dr. Haskett said he 
would be "very receptive to anyone who has ideas or advice on the subject."

1963-6U will see a variety of new courses and programs and increased expansion 
at the George Washington University, 

An extensive program of renovation and rellocation of building space, designed 
primarily to meet the need for additional dassrroms and faculty office* has been 
under way on the George Washington campus this summer. Center of the renovation 
activity is Building D, 2GQ.3 0 Street NW, which formerly housed the university's 
Human Resources Research Office, now located in Alexandria. The building is being 
completely renovated and will provide space for ten classrooms and seminar rooms, 
two art studios, and I 4 .O administrative and faculty offices. The University Library 
is being completely relighted, painted, air-conditioned and fitted with acoustical 
ceilings. In addition 20 faculty study cubicles are being installed on the fourth 
fl.oor. In the Hall of Government two large classrooms on the first Hoof are being 
divided with soundproof folding doors designed to provide additional flexibility in 
the use of classroom space. The work in eleven university buildings will give the 
university a net gain of seven classrooms and will consolidate faculty offices 
within colleges, schools, and departments. 

With the acquisition of the Park Central Apartments, 1900 F Street NW, the 
university expects to be able to house a thousand additional students in 196U. The 
nine story brick building will include a dining hall which will accomodate U 00 
students at a sitting when its conversion is complete. The Park Central will 
continue to operate as an apartment and hotel until December 31, 1963, after which 
the building will be extensively renovated . University President Thomas H. Carroll 
siid, in announcing the purchase, "With this step we will slightly more than double 
our on-campus residence facilities thus meeting a need clearly evidenced by the 
national and international character of our student body". The university has students 
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enrolled from every state of the Union, the district of Columbia, U.S. possessions, 
and 75 foreign countries. 

The new approach to engineering education,previously announced by the university's 
School of Engineering and Applied Science, will go into effect in the fall semester. 
Abolishing the traditional class designations of freshman, sophomore, junior, and senior, 
the school will start students at the Introductory Level, from which they will progress 
to an Intermediate Level, an d finally to an Advanced Level. The key idea of the 
program is to be fully responsive to the needs and abilities of the individual. The 
new program sets a lUO semester hour requirement for students, 70 for the Introductory 
Level, 35 for the Intermediate, and 35 for the Advanced. Beyond course hours taken, 
the determining factor in advancing from one level to another will be a week-long, 
comprehensive and exhaustive battery of examinations aimed at testing the student's 
technical competence, his potential for more advanced work, and his rate of professional 
growth. The new undergraduate program is designed to five the student a more liberal 
education through more freedom of choice in course planning and more individual 
attention. 

A major in music will be available to students this fall for the first time in 
the history of the university. A thirteen room building at 2023 H Street, NW, to 
be known as Building FF, is being completely remodeled to provide practice and 
demonstration studios and faculty office space for the department. New courses in 
the program include Music of the Classic Period, brchestra Literature, the Opera, add 
Orchestration. Applied music courses will be greatly expanded. 

In the university's Institute for Sino-Soviet Studies new seminars will be offered 
and further research will be undertaken. New seminars for the fall semester are: 
Seminar: the East European Satellites; Seminar: Communist China's Role in the 
Communist Movement; Seminar: the ^oviet Economy; Seminar in the History of the 
Modern Far East; and Seminar: Social Psychology of Communism. *t is envisioned in 
the spring semester to adda course in anthropology to round out the institute's

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American inventors and inventions are getting better all the time according 
to a study released this week in Washington by the Patent, Trademark and 
Copyright Foundation of George Washington University. 

To come up with this finding--and a number of others--researchers studied 

data on patent systems of Great Britain, Germany, Switzerland, Sweden, France, 

/ 

Austria, Denmark and the Netherlands. They paid special attention to the 
"survival rate" of patents after the fifth year in these foreign systems. 

Most countries, unlike the U.S. and Canada, require renewal fees to keep 
patents in force. U.S. patents remain in effect for 17 years without the payment 
of fees. To determine how many U.S. patents in use are actually producing 
revenue would require an extensive case by case study since no check point 
(like a renewal fee) exists within the 17 year period. Patent systems in other 
countries--because of their renewal practices--offer a considerably easier field 
for statistical study of the "survival rate" of patents. 

An earlier case by case U.S. patent utilization study made by the foundation 
indicated that patents in use represented about 60 per cent of the total number 
of patents issued in the U.S. The statistical study of foreign systems indicates 
that this figure may have been conservative. 

Researchers report their findings this way: 

(1) In the U.S. the revenue producing patented inventions at 
this time probably exceed 60 per cent. 

(2) That the percentage of such patents might be almost as high and 
possibly higher in Germany, and not much lower for Sweden and Great 


Britain. 
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That the level of this percentage depends in part on the initial 


(3) 


selectivity of patentable inventions prescribed by patent laws of 
different countries. 


(4) That there has been in most countries, including the U.S., a 
progressive upgrading of the quality of inventions at least during 
the 20th century, 

(5) That r. despite the apparent acceleration of new inventions many 
inventions put to commercial use remain in use for many decades and 
some indefinitely.

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inter-disciplinary approach, as well as a course in internal Soviet politics, and a 
course on Chinese military policy and strategy. In the newly established research 
program of the institute, five projects are now under way and three more are scheduled.

This fall the degree os available only in the field of administration 
but further specialty fields will be available in the future. 

A master's program in Marine Geochemistry will be offered for the first time this 
fall by the Department of Geology in conjunction with the Department of Chemistry. 

The Department of Geology will have greatly expanded facilities including a newly 
equipped sedimentation laboratory, dark room, balance room, paleontology workshop, 
and thin sectioning workshop. iJ ew courses will be Marine Geology, sedimentation. 
Laboratory Techniques, and Seminar in Paleontology. 

Selected Master of Laws programs in Government Procurement Law, Administrative 
Law, Patent and Trade Regulation Law, and Foreign Trade and Investment Law, will be 
offered by H1IMI1 the university's Graduate School of Public Law for the first time. 

The programs are in response to the increasing demand of the legal profession for 
new skills and knowledge in various specialized areas of law and public affairs. 
Graduates of these selected programs will have an appropriate notation made on their 
diplomas indicating their field of specializat on. 

The Department of Art will offer two new courses, Introduction to Graphic 
Techniques and Advanced Design, in a completely new studio workshop on the campus. 
Instruction will be given in etching, lithography silk screen printing, and block 
printing.
